Melissa Patrick of 
Malone forced into 
car by jail escapee 

A Morgan County woman ab- 
ducted from her home at Malone 
early Monday morning was 
found about an hour later dead 
of multiple gunshot wounds and 
her abductor seriously wounded. 

According to reports con- 
firmed by officers familiar with 
the tragedy, Robin Mapel, 44, a 
jail escapee from Montgomery 
County, showed up at the home 
of Melissa Patrick, 33, around 
7:00 a.m. Shortly afterward, a 
neighbor and Patrick’s mother, 
who lives nearby, called 911 and 
told the dispatcher a domestic 
incident was in progress and re- 
ported hearing gunshots fired. 

Reports say that Mapel, the fa- 
ther of Patrick’s 18-month-old 
child, pistol-whipped Patrick’s 
step-father, Robert Perkins, who 
had gone to investigate, and then 
fired shots at Patrick as she at- 
tempted to flee the house. 

The reports say Perkins, who 
saw Mapel forcing Patrick into 
her car, ran to get a deer rifle from 
his truck and as the car barreled 
down the driveway toward Ky. 
191, Perkins fired a shot at 
Mapel, who was driving. 

The vehicle was discovered 
about an hour later about six 
miles south on Route 1162 (the 
Vance Fork Road) by Edgar 
King, who went to investigate a 
blaring car horn in his driveway. 

According to officers, King 
found Mapel clinging to the out- 
side of the vehicle with a gun- 
shot wound in his chest and ask- 
ing him to call 911. King told of- 
ficers that Patrick’s body was 
slumped on the floor in the front 
seat. She was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Mapel was rushed to Morgan 
County ARH Hospital and then 
airlifted to the University of Ken- 
tucky Medical Center in Lexing- 
ton, where his condition was 
listed in serious condition on 
Tuesday. 

According to the State Police 
at Morehead, Patrick was shot to 
death with a handgun. At press 
time, the origin of the bullet that 
struck Mapel had not been deter- 
mined. 

Mapel, who had escaped from 
the Montgomery County Deten-

tion Center in October, was in 
custody for allegedly kidnapping 
his and Patrick’s then 14-month- 
old son, Billy Wyatt Mapel, from 
his babysitter July 1 in Mt. Ster- 
ling. Mapel did not have custody 
rights to the child at the time. 

Authorities allege that after 
the alleged crime, the father fled 
from police and wrecked his ve- 
hicle on Hope-Means Road in 
Menifee County, where he re- 
portedly left his injured son be- 
hind in his overturned truck. 

Authorities later found Mapel 
at his father’s home on Fox Road 
in Jeffersonville, where he barri- 
caded himself inside and held 
authorities at bay for seven hours. 
Mapel was reportedly threaten- 
ing suicide, but eventually gave 
himself up. 

He was indicted in September 
by a Montgomery County grand 
jury on charges of kidnapping, 
second degree burglary and flee- 
ing/evading police first degree. 
He faces 20 to 40 years in prison 
if convicted on the kidnapping 
charge. 

That was not Mapel’s first 
brush with the law over the child. 

Mapel reportedly abducted his 
child in December 2007 from the 
residence of his mother, Melissa 
Patrick. The child was later found 
safe at the Fox Road residence. 
Mapel turned himself in a short 
time later. 

Patrick initially defended 
Mapel following the second al- 
leged abduction in a letter to the 
Mt. Sterling Advocate in which 
she said Mapel loved his son and 
would never hurt him intention- 
ally. She asked that law enforce- 
ment spare him a lengthy jail sen- 
tence and allow him to return to 
his family. 

However, Patrick appeared to 
change her mind later. In an in- 
terview with a Lexington TV sta- 
tion following Mapel’s escape 
from jail, she said she was afraid 
of Mapel and was trying to hide 
herself and their son from him 
while he was on the loose. 

The Courier did not learn if 
the couple’s son was at the resi- 
dence at the time of the abduc- 
tion, but another of Patrick’s chil- 
dren had already gotten on her 
school bus and did not learn of 
the tragedy until after the incident 
was over. 

Mapel, who is expected to re- 
cover, now faces charges of mur- 
der and unlawful imprisonment.

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MORE ABOUT THE OLD MILL PARK 
OSAGE ORANGE TREE 

In a previous article, the purpose of an Osage Orange tree was questioned 




The largest and oldest Osage Orange tree in the United States is 
at Fort Harrod State Park, Mercer County, KY. It is estimated to 
be over 150 years old.

The more we delve into facts 
about the Osage Orange tree it 
seems evident that God knew (as 
He always does) what he was 
doing when he gave us the tree. 
According to Jim Mason, Great 
Plains Nature Center, Witchita, 
KA, the Osage Orange or hedge 
apple, has many uses. 

In a previous article in The 
Licking Valley Courier we men- 
tioned the tree was used for 
hedges, arrows, fence posts and 
wagon wheels. Now we find that 
the seed of the tree (the only part 
of the fruit that is edible) is a deli- 
cacy for squirrels (according to 
Great Plains Nature Center), al- 
though our squirrels apparently 
don’t know it. I haven’t seen a 
squirrel in Old Mill Park try to 
eat one yet! I suppose it is too 
much trouble. To get to the seed, 
they would have to go through a 
tough, stringy hull, and then re- 
move a slimy husk, which sur- 
rounds each seed. Why should a 
squirrel go to all that trouble 
when there are chestnuts lying on 
the ground and all they have to 
do is pick them up ! Our squirrels 
are smarter than the average 
hedge apple eating squirrel 

Will the fruit kill insects? Ac- 
cording to Mr. Mason, it is de- 
batable. He does say they will kill 
cockroaches. To kill cockroaches 
or any other bug, his instructions 
are to pick up a hedge apple and 
smash the pest with it! ! Evidence 
found by the University of Iowa 
concludes that there are chemi- 
cal compounds in the fruit that 



does repel insects but not neces- 
sarily the whole fruit. We knew 
that all along because there is an 
“old wives tale” that says they 
will repel spiders, so if spiders, 
why not lady bugs, cockroaches 
and other undesirables. I tend to 
believe the old wives instead of 
the University of Iowa. It seems 
to be fairly common knowledge 
that placing hedge apples along 
basement windows will keep in- 
sects out of your house. 

During the Great Depression 
the Osage Orange trees were 
planted by the W.P.A. along the 
Red River Valley in southern 
Oklahoma and northern Texas. 
They were planted in hedge rows 
for fencing. A guide line for the 
hedge fence was “Horse high, 



bull strong and hog tight.” This 
was the criteria for a good hedge 
fence, meaning it should be tall 
enough so a horse couldn’t jump 
it, strong enough so a bull 
couldn’t push through it and wo- 
ven together so tightly that a hog 
couldn’t find its way through it. 

Most all those trees planted 
for fence rows during the 1930’ s 
and 1940’s have been removed 
and replaced with modern fenc- 
ing, although some have been left 
for wildlife habitat. 

It is said in order for a movie, 
book or article to hold one’s at- 
tention, it must make reference 
to something sexual. Well here 
it is. The Osage Orange is either 
male or female and only the fe- 
male produces the fruit. The trees

Park. She really is a beautiful 
tree. 

There is another possible use 
for the Osage Orange that would 
be wonderful if it were true. This 
is a recipe for putting cancer in 
remission by using the hedge 
apple. A person told me this week 
of a friend of hers that is termi- 
nally ill with cancer and treat- 
ments haven’t seemed to help. 
His wife received a recipe in the 
mail for putting cancer in remis- 
sion with a potion made from the 
hedge apples If this would work 
I’m sure the medical field would 
have looked into it. 



The Osage Orange tree seems 
to have outlived its usefulness. 
How many people are making 
bows and arrows, wagon wheels, 
fence post or hedge rows today? 
But you will have to admit it does 
make a nice shade, has pretty 



shiny leaves, and provides food 
for our squirrels (if they weren’t 
so lazy) and makes a nice con- 
versation piece.

Tips for winterizing

• Have your heating system 
checked by a professional annu- 
ally. This will ensure that your 
system is working safely and ef- 
ficiently, which, in turn, will ave 



you money. If you heat by wood, 
clean your fireplace or stove. 
Have your chimney flue checked 
for any buildup of creosote and 
then cleaned to lessen the risk of 
fire. 

• Make sure your home is 
properly insulated. If necessary, 
insulate walls and attic. This will 
help you to conserve energy and 
reduce your home’s power de- 
mands for heat. 

• Caulk and weather-strip 
doors and window sills to keep 
cold air out. 

• Install storm windows or 
cover windows with plastic from 
the inside. This will provide an 
extra layer of insulation, keeping 
more cold air out. 

• Inspect and flush your water 
heater. 

• Clean gutters. Leaves and 
other debris hamper water drain- 
age. 

• Replace batteries of smoke, 
heat and carbon monoxide detec- 
tors. If you did not do it when you 
set the clocks back, do it now. 

• To keep pipes from freezing, 
wrap pipes in insulation or layers 
of old newspapers, and cover the 
newspapers with plastic to keep 
out moisture.

MSU dedicates memorial to Morgan 
war hero, Medal of Honor winner 



Morehead State University 
and local veterans paused Mon- 
day, Nov. 10, to recognize an 
MSU alumnus who earned 
America’s highest award for 
wartime heroism. 

A memorial marker was dedi- 
cated near the Little Bell Tower 
in honor of the late William E. 
Barber. Barber, then a captain, 
received the Medal of Honor for 
heroically leading his Marine 
rifle company in a desperate five- 
day defense of a frozen moun- 
tain pass vital to the 1st Marine 
Division’s breakout to the sea in 
December 1950 in the Chosin 
Reservoir campaign of the Ko- 
rean War. He received the medal 
in 1952 from President Harry 
Truman. 

“This is a somber occasion, 
but it also is a cause for celebrat- 
ing the heroic achievements of a 
brave young Marine officer who 
was a graduate of Morehead 
State University and a native of 
Morgan County,” said President 
Wayne D. Andrews. 

A World War II veteran and 
former paramarine, Barber also 
earned the Silver Star Medal and 
his first of two Purple Hearts as 
a second lieutenant at Iwo Jima, 
where he disregarded his own 
wounds and direct fire to rescue 
two wounded Marines from en- 
emy territory. He also received 
the Legion of Merit for his ser- 
vice in Vietnam. 

Barber enrolled at MSU after 
graduating from high school but 
interrupted his studies to enlist 
in the Marines in 1940. He re- 
turned to MSU while on active 
duty and earned a bachelor’s de- 
gree in 1964. He retired from the 
Marine Corps in 1970 at the rank 
of colonel. He died in 2002 and 
was buried in Arlington National 
Cemetery. He was a brother of 
the late Woodrow Barber, a 
former MSU professor. 

“What more fitting tribute 
than to honor this man who rep-

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Who Bails Out The 
U.S. Government?

Just as homeowners and fi- 
nancial firms have been living 
beyond their means, so, too, has 
the federal government. The 
question then is: Who bails out 
the U.S. government when Wash- 
ington overspends? 

Unlike when a firm is in dan- 
ger, if the U.S. government col- 
lapses there is no backstop; there 
is no one to bail us out. 

What the government needs is 
a plan that puts the U.S. on a 
gradual path to bring the budget 
back into balance before a finan- 
cial crisis larger than this one 
forces us to. 

Though the $700 billion pack- 
age comes t a time of need, it 
comes also at a time when the 
government’s finances are weak. 
The danger is that in trying to bail 
out one exploded economic 
bubble the nation may be creat- 
ing another debt bubble that will 
ultimately explode. 

Rather than paying off our 
mounting and increasingly bur- 
densome debt, we borrow more 
every year. The federal dent is 
currently $10 trillion, and next 
year’s deficit is likely to add 
more than $1 trillion more. And 
even these numbers pale in com- 
parison to our implicit exposure, 
as we’ve promised $40 trillion in 
pensions, Social Security, and 
Medicare benefits. 

As subprime mortgage hold- 
ers were relying on the housing 
market to continue to grow at the 
anomalous rate seen in the late 
1990s and early 2000s, politi- 
cians are counting on impossible 
levels of economic growth to sus- 
tain Washington’s addiction to 
debt. 

When that growth doesn’t oc- 
cur — and it won’t — and 
America’s Financiers realize it 
isn’t coming, there will be seri- 
ous trouble.

Long said, however, that upon 
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The next months will be de- 
voted in large part to dealing with 
the flagging economy and rightly 
so. Policymakers must act now 
to fix the budget mess and stabi- 
lize the economy. 

Plans for further bailouts and 
stimulus must include consider- 
ation for the bottom line of the 
government — we can lend 
money now, but recouping some 
of that money for the government 
should be part of any plan. 

As enticing as it is to offer the 
American public trillions of dol- 
lars in tax cuts, it’s not feasible 
right now. There is just no more 
room in the budget for the kind 
of deficit expanding policies both 
Sen. John McCain and Sen. 
Barack Obama ran their cam- 
paigns on. 

The new president should im- 
mediately hold an emergency 
economic summit to deal with 
the budget deficit crisis. 

A budget turnaround will re- 
quire tough choices from all 
policymakers. New priorities 
such as expanding healthcare and 
cutting taxes may have to be 
shelved. Popular programs in- 
cluding Social Security and 
Medicare will not be exempt as 
spending is curbed. Taxes are 
more likely to go up than down 
so we will have to reinvent the 
way we tax to raise more revenue 
with less economic distortion. 

To be sure, crafting such a 
deal will be immensely challeng- 
ing. But this situation requires 
leadership willing to tackle this 
problem seriously. 

The economy has just given 
us a wake up call: never-ending 
borrowing schemes come to an 
ugly end. The federal govern- 
ment has been on a borrowing 
binge that cannot continue.

Magoffin County recorded the 
state’s highest unemployment 
rate — 10.9 percent. It was fol- 
lowed by Jackson County, 10.5 
percent; Wolfe County, 10.3 per- 
cent; Clay County, 10 percent; 
Grayson County, 9.9 percent; 
Spencer County, 9.7 percent; 
McCreary County, 9.5 percent; 
Morgan County, 9.4 percent, and 
Bell, Harlan and Lewis counties, 
9.2 percent each. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are com- 
piled to measure trends rather 
than actually to count people 
working. Civilian labor force sta- 
tistics include non-military work- 
ers and unemployed Kentuckians 
who are actively seeking work. 
They do not include unemployed 
Kentuckians who have not 
looked for employment within 
the past four weeks.

Dear Editor, 

I want to thank the Morgan 
County Woman’s Club for this 
year’s Veterans’ Day program. I 
have been to many of them in the 
past 27 years, but believe that this 
one was the best to date. 

I came home from the service 
(U.S. Army) in February 1971. 1 
had kept up with the anti-war 
news while away through our 
military paper, The Stars And 
Stripes. I thought sure that the 
news had been exaggerated to 
some extent. 

I left Germany and arrived at 
Ft. Dix, N.J., and out processed. 
I was given a plane ticket to Lex- 
ington and dropped off at the 
Pittsburgh Airport in the after- 
noon. My flight was not until the 
next morning. 

As I walked through the air- 
port thinking about being home 
after 18 months, I began notic- 
ing people giving me dirty looks. 
Some made rude remarks and 
hand gestures. I began to under- 
stand that it did not matter where 
I had served, but just the sight of 
a uniform triggered those re- 
sponses from some people. I had 
been proud of wearing the uni- 
form, but I suddenly wanted to 
be out of it and to be home. 

The year of 1970 had just 
ended and another 6,081 of my 
fellow servicemen had died in 
Vietnam. All rooms were full at 
the airport hotel, so I sat in the 
back of the Delta Airlines wait- 
ing area trying to be inconspicu- 
ous. Later, the lady at the desk 
came and told me that they had a 
cancellation and a room was 
available. I was never so glad to 
be away from the public. 

I arrived at Lexington about 2 
p.m. The next afternoon and 
found my parents and sisters 
waiting. I came home and put my 
uniform away and tried to put 
that period behind me. The war 
continued for another four years 
and the protests grew more vio- 
lent. No one talked much about 
being in the service during that 
time. 

I suppose the old saying, 
“time heals all wounds,” is true. 
Resentment toward my genera- 
tion of servicemen and women 
seems to have finally gone away. 
I am glad to see that the Ameri- 
can public, for the most part, sup- 
ports our troops serving today. 

The theme for this year’s pro- 
gram was “Unity.” The songs 
performed were very moving. I 
felt sadness when only three 
World War II veterans were there. 
We are rapidly losing what Tom 
Brokaw calls the “Greatest Gen- 
eration.” I very much appreciate 
the comments made by Judge 
Sam Long about his 14 months 
in Vietnam. He made us laugh at 
times, but there were clues in 
other comments that he had seen

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

First, I want to thank Gov. 
Steve Beshear and his adminis- 
tration for announcing an emer- 
gency payment to counties in the 
amount of $43,610. In July of this 
year, all 120 Kentucky counties 
were short over $62,000 through 
the truck licensing program. This 
emergency payment will cer- 
tainly help our budget situation.

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GUNPOWDER. An important 
commodity on the frontier was 
gunpowder, which was necessary 
to supply firepower for hunting 
and defense. Interestingly, gun- 
powder was reportedly manufac- 
tured in early Morgan County. 

Known by the Chinese centu- 
ries before our own era, gunpow- 
der is a mechanical mixture of 
three ingredients: saltpeter (potas- 
sium nitrate), charcoal, and sul- 
fur. Originally, it was a simple 
mixture of these, each ground to 
a fine powder (hence the name). 
An early (15th century) develop- 
ment was a process for :corning” 
(or graining) powder. This in- 
volved using a liquid, such as al- 
cohol, to moisten the mixture into 
a paste to be ground with a mor- 
tar and pestle into a cake. The 
cake was then broken up and 
passed trough a sieve to produce 
resulting “grains.” This allowed 
spaces between them to help fa- 
cilitate combustion. Smaller 
grains were used for small arms, 
larger ones for cannon powder. 

Finding an adequate supply of 
saltpeter was everywhere a prob- 
lem for gunpowder manufactur- 
ers. This was apparently solved 
by the discovery of a “saltpeter 
cave” that made production pos- 
sible. 

The story begins sometime af- 
ter 1814, Edmund Wells had 
moved to Floyd County and two 
years later had completed build- 
ing a water grist mill on Licking 
River. In time the “Wells Mill” 
settlement would become 
West Liberty, as that part of Floyd 
County (and part of Bath) would 
become a very large Morgan 
County. 

Some of Wells’ property was 
on Broke Leg Creek in Morgan 
(whether along the portion of the 
creek that is still in present- day 
Morgan, or that is now part 
Menifee County, is unclear). 

There (according to Dr. F. C. 
Lewis of Jackson) Wells’ son-in- 
law, Abraham Ellington, manu- 
factured gunpowder. Little else is 
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Frontiersmen — like this “Western Hunter” pictured in Collins’ His- 
torical Sketches of Kentucky (1847) — relied on gunpowder for 
hunting and defense. 



known about this, although the 
late Vernon Wells (who had 
owned Broke Leg Falls) report- 
edly ground charcoal in a “salt- 
peter cave” in a clifty area along 
the creek. (Interestingly, one of 
Edmund Wells’ tracts on the creek 
specifically included what was 
called “ the North Cave.”) 

Hopefully, more information 
will come to light about this tan- 
talizing claim. Meanwhile, there 



does seem some evidence to sup- 
port it.

Obama didn’t resolve his ‘Appalachian problem,’ but 
made progress; more so in other rural areas, polls show 



UNITE sponsors play that

Nov. 5 — If Barack Obama 
has “an Appalachian problem,” 
he mitigated but did not resolve 
it, according to county-by- 
county results and state-by- state 
exit polls conducted on election 
day for national news organiza- 
tions. 

John McCain won 53 percent 
of America’s rural vote in the 
presidential election, according 
to these exit polls. Among vot- 
ers in households where some- 
one owns a gun, he won 62 per- 
cent; among those who have 
served in the military, 54 percent. 
Rural areas provide a dispropor- 
tionate share of military recruits. 

In Pennsylvania, on which 
John McCain counted to turn the 
race his way, he got 56 percent 
of the vote in rural areas and 57 
percent in the largely rural cen- 
tral and northern parts of the 
state. Statewide, Obama got 55 
percent of the total vote. In Ohio, 
McCain got 53 percent of the 
rural vote in the poll; Obama car- 
ried the statewide returned 51- 
47. 

In West Virginia, where 
Obama made a late effort that 
was connected to his Ohio and 
Pennsylvania campaigns, 
McCain won the statewide vote 
56-43 and the rural vote (54 per- 
cent of the respondents) in the 
exit poll 54-44. He did carry sev- 
eral coal-mining counties: 
McDowell, Boone, Braxton, 
Webster and Monongalia (home 
of West Virginia University). The 
only other county he carried was 
Jefferson, an exurb of Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

In North Carolina, which has 
more rural voters than any other

state, Obama was leading by 1 
percentage point in the unofficial 
statewide vote, on his strength in 
urban areas. McCain got 57 per- 
cent of the rural vote in the exit 
poll, which accounted for 41 per- 
cent of the poll respondents. 
Obama carried three Appala- 
chian counties: Buncombe 
(Asheville), Watauga (Boone) 
and Jackson (Sylva and 
Cullowhee, home of Western 
Carolina University) and a retir- 
ees’ haven. 

In Kentucky, which neither 
candidate visited after the pri- 
mary, McCain won the vote 58- 
41 and carried 64 percent of the 
exit poll’s rural vote, which ac- 
counted for almost half of the 
poll respondents. Obama carried 
only eight of the state’s 120 
counties, three fewer than John 
Kerry. In Appalachia, he carried 
Elliott, one of the state’s small- 
est and most staunchly Demo- 
cratic counties; Rowan, home of 
Morehead State University; 
Menifee, a small county that is 
becoming a home for retirees; 
and adjoining Wolfe. The other 
Obama counties were Jefferson 
(Louisville), Fayette (Lexing- 
ton), Henderson and Hancock. 
The latter two are in the Evans- 
ville TV market, which had ads 
from both candidates, as did all 
markets along the Ohio River. 
Some adjoining counties in In- 
diana went for Obama. 

Tennessee, which saw very 
few such local ads and was not 
contested, went for McCain 57- 
42. He got 61 percent of the exit- 
poll rural vote, which was 36 
percent of respondents. Of the 
state’s 95 counties, Obama car-

chian. That was Jackson on the 
Highland Rim, home county of 
the late Sen. Albert Gore Sr. He 
also carried Houston, near Nash- 
ville. The others have black 
populations ranging from 26 to 
51 percent: Davidson (Nash- 
ville), Shelby (Memphis) and 
Memphis-area Hardeman and 
Haywood. 

In Virginia, where the capital 
of the Confederacy was located, 
the rural vote split 53-47 for 
McCain, according to the exit 
poll, but Obama carried the state- 
wide vote 52-47. And he held 
down McCain’s margin in rural 
southwest Virginia, losing 
Dickenson County by only 40 
votes, reports Teresa Mullins of 
the Dickenson Star. “Virginia 
voters move from Jim Crow to 
Obama in one lifetime,” read a 
headline in The Roanoke Times. 
The paper’s David Harrison 
noted, “Obama also won in a few 
rural areas, such as Buckingham 
and Prince Edward counties, 
which Bush had carried.” (Read 
more) 

Perhaps most significant was 
the result in Indiana, 80 years ago 
a hotbed of the Ku Klux Klan. It 
and Virginia hadn’t gone Demo- 
cratic for president since 1964, 
but Virginia started turning blue 
on electoral maps a month ago. 
The election-eve consensus on 
Indiana was that McCain would 
carry it narrowly, but Obama 
turned it - perhaps with an Elec- 
tion Day visit. In the end, 
“McCain won many rural coun- 
ties with 60 percent or more of 
the vote, but Obama offset that

with big margins in many larger 
counties,” report Mary Beth 
Schneider and Maureen Groppe 
in The Indianapolis Star. Overall, 
the exit poll gave McCain 55 per- 
cent of the rural vote. 

In more northern states, with 
less history of racism, Obama 
carried rural voters: for example, 
54 percent in Wisconsin, 2 points 
less than his statewide vote per- 
centage. He “built an organization 
that reached out well beyond the 
traditional Democratic urban 
bases into rural towns and vil- 
lages, including rural Marathon 
County,” which includes Wausau, 
noted Robert Mentzner of the 
Wausau Daily Herald. “That out- 
reach appeared to pay off, as 
Obama carried many of those 
municipalities. In Minnestota, he 
won the rural vote 50-48, accord- 
ing to the exit poll. 

Nationally, “Race proved to be 
no discernible handicap, even 
among the small-town, working- 
class whites who were considered 
most resistant to the black politi- 
cal newcomer from Chicago,” 
Peter Wallsten writes for the Los 
Angeles Times. “Racial antago- 
nism still exists. But with 
Obama’s victory, voters showed 
that such feelings no longer hov- 
ered over American politics as 
they had for decades. Most sym- 
bolic of that achievement was 
Obama’s victory in Virginia” and 
his progress in the coal counties 
of its southwest. “As the president 
of the coal miners union told lo- 
cals repeatedly in recent weeks, 
they could elect a ‘black friend’ 
or a ‘white enemy’ .” (Read more)

Fla. doctor, a part of E.Ky. 
drug ring, to plead guilty 



ASHLAND, Ky. — Roger A. 
Browne, a Florida doctor ac- 
cused of prescribing OxyContin 
and other narcotics to hundreds 
of Eastern Kentucky residents in 
this area in an illegal drug- dis- 
tribution scheme will plead 
guilty in federal court next 
month, according to his attorney. 

Browne’s trial had been 
scheduled for Dec. 8. 

Browne, 52, of Hollywood, 
Fla., was arrested in April by fed- 
eral Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration officers raided his office 
and found patient files for more 
than 500 Kentucky residents 
from counties in this area of East- 
ern Kentucky. 

According to an unidentified 
Kentucky resident now working 
for the government as a confi- 
dential informant, he had been 
getting OxyContin from Browne 
and that he had directed 15 to 20 
Kentuckians a month to travel to 
Florida to obtain prescriptions 
from the doctor. 

When the couriers returned, 



the informant told agents, he 
would collect half of the pills and 
deliver the other half to another 
of the defendants, Drew Evans 
Lane, who lived in Morehead. 
Federal agents allege that Lane 
bankrolled the drug- runners’ 
trips to and from Florida and paid 
the cost of the prescriptions. 

Another defendant, Rhonda 
Renee Burchett allegedly re- 
cruited patients for Browne, 
scheduled appointments and 
specified the types of drugs for 
Browne to prescribe. 

Other defendants in the case 
are Charles Gibson Ryland, Ja- 
son Todd Marshall, Pearl Sue 
Drake, Donald R. Melton, Kevin 
W. Burton, Charles Darren 
Withrow, Jamie L. Simmons, 
Herbert Eugene Lindon, Nick 
Sorrell and Seth Clay. All are 
accused of conspiring with one 
another to distribute oxycodone 
in Carter, Greenup, and Rowan 
counties. All face up to 20 years 
in prison if convicted. 



Obama’s victory strikes 
fears in oil, coal industries 



But more support is 
seen for developers 
of renewable energy 

“The fossil fuels industry may 
face ‘dark days ahead,’ while al- 
ternative energy sectors are likely 
to flourish, because of the elec- 
tion of Barack Obama, Ian Talley 
writes for Dow Jones Newswires, 
quoting the outgoing president of 
the American Petroleum Insti- 
tute. Coal interests also trembled, 
“concerned that Obama’s pursuit 
of stringent greenhouse-gas laws 
could strangle the industry.” 

Talley writes, “Although it 
will take years to engineer and 
implement, an Obama adminis- 
tration energy and environment 
policy marks a tectonic shift for 
the nation. He would move the 
U.S. away from petroleum as its 



primary energy source and to- 
wards renewable energy, ad- 
vanced biofuels, efficiency and 
low greenhouse-gas-emitting 
technologies.” 

Obama and John McCain, 
who remains in the Senate, both 
favor a “cap and trade” system 
to limit greenhouse-gas emis- 
sions, but Obama said his plan 
“would be more aggressive than 
any other cap-and-trade system 
proposed,” Talley reports. He 
says Obama is unlikely to move 
quickly on that, but “is expected 
to start working piecemeal to- 
wards a climate-change bill early 
in his tenure.” He has said that 
his bill “would encourage carbon 
capture and sequestration for 
coal-fired power plants,” but that 
technology has not been com- 
mercialized. (Read more)

Local farmers can 
take advantage of 
new farm bill 

New federal legislation now 
allows farmers and landowners of 
farms with 10 or fewer base acres 
the opportunity to receive pay- 
ments for the 2008 Direct and 
Counter-Cyclical Payment Pro- 
gram (DCP). On Oct. 13, 2008, 
Pres. George W. Bush signed a 
bill that made amendments to the 
2008 Farm Bill. 

Originally, the 2008 Farm Bill 
prohibited DCP payments on 
farms with 10 acres of base or 
less, unless the farm is wholly 
owned by a socially disadvan- 
taged farmer or limited resource 
farmers. The 2008 enrollment 
period for the DCP on farms with 
greater than 10 base acres ended 
Sept. 30. 

With the passage of new leg- 
islation, these farms may now be 
enrolled and paid. A new enroll- 
ment period to sign contracts is 
now underway at FSA offices. 
The final date to enroll these 
small farms is Wednesday, Nov. 
26.

Farmers in all 120 Kentucky 
counties are eligible for federal 
disaster assistance, including low 
interest emergency (EM) loans 
from USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) provided eligibil- 
ity requirements are met. 

On October 31, Secretary 
Schafer named 108 Kentucky 
primary counties as disaster ar- 
eas due to damages and losses 
caused by drought and high 
winds that occurred on June 1, 
2008, and continuing. 

As a result of the disaster, 12 
Kentucky counties were named 



as contiguous counties where eli- 
gible family farmers may qualify 
for FSA EM loan assistance pur- 
suant to Section 321(a) of the 
Consolidated Farm and Rural 
Development Act. 

EM loan applications for 
physical and production losses 
will be received through July 1, 
2009, and applications pending 
on that date may be processed and 
completed. 

Farmers interested in applying 
for assistance should contact their 
local FSA county office.

Cougars close reg. season 
with loss to East Carter 



Morgan County scores 
its lone touchdown on 
“hook and ladder” play

Trel Tackett and Tony Riley 
combined for 243 yards and three 
touchdowns as East Carter beat 
Morgan County, 56-8 last Friday. 

The Raiders came in having 
won just two of nine games, but 
made quick work of the visiting 
Cougars. Tackett and Kyle Smith 
scored their team’s first two 
touchdowns on runs of one and 
40 yards, respectively, as East 
took a 14-0 lead. Smith then hit 
Aaron Allen with a two-yard 
scoring pass to make it 21-0. 

Running back Tony Riley put 
the game away on consecutive 
scoring runs of 55 and 56 yards 
for a 3 5 -point lead. After Kyle 
Huffine took it in from four yards 
out for the Raiders’ sixth score 
of the game, Tackett tallied his 
second touchdown on a 55 yard 
scamper to go p 49-0. 

Although the Cougars scored 
only one touchdown, it may go 
down as the play of the year. 
Morgan pulled off the old “hook 
and ladder” with Taylor 
McKnight completing a pass to 
Cameron Dunn, who then 
lateraled the football to Ryan 
Flannery for a 40-yard score. 

As for who’s idea the play 



was — it depends on who you ask. 

“It’s something the kids on the 
field decided to run,” said Cou- 
gar coach Jake Purnell. “I’m not 
sure who’s idea it was because 
every kid on the field wanted to 
take credit for it. Even the assis- 
tant coaches up in the booth took 
credit for it. I also heard that 
Chris Trusty said that the play 
was his idea. It’s something we 
had worked on in practice and it 
was fun to watch it work.” 

Even though the Cougars suf- 
fered yet another blowout loss, 
Purnell praised his players for not 
quitting. Facing a 49-0 deficit, 
Purnell said the bench erupted 
with the trick play for the touch- 
down. The Cougars tallied nearly 
a third of their total offensive 
output on that play. 

On the defensive side, Nate 
Cantrell led Morgan with five 
tackles while Donovan Stacy fin- 
ished with four. 

The Cougars will open post 
season play against undefeated 
Corbin Friday night at 7:30. The 
Redhounds come into the game 
with a perfect 10-0 mark, having 
outscored their opponents by a 
combined 100 points in the last 
two games.

Veterans 

At Social Security, we honor 
our nation’s veterans not only on 
Veterans’ Day, but every day of 
the year. In fact, military service 
members receive expedited pro- 
cessing of their disability appli- 
cations from Social Security. 
Under an agreement initiated by 
Social Security, the Department 
of Defense now transmits infor- 
mation to us that allows us to 
quickly identify military person- 
nel injured in Operations Endur- 
ing Freedom and Iraqi Freedom. 

The expedited process is 
available for any military service 
member who becomes disabled 
during active duty on or after Oct. 
1, 2001, regardless of where the 
disability occurs. Depending on 
the situation, some family mem- 
bers of military personnel also 
may be able to receive benefits, 
including dependent children and 
spouses. 

If you, or someone you know, 
were wounded while on active 
duty in the military, find out more 
about what Social Security can do 
by visiting our website designed 
specifically for wounded war- 
riors: www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
woundedwarriors. There, you 
will find answers to a number of 
commonly asked questions, as 
well as other useful information 
about disability benefits and 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI). Please pay special atten- 
tion to the fact sheets available 
on that website, Disability Ben- 
efits for Wounded Warriors and 
Expediting Disability Applica- 
tions for Wounded Warriors.

Although the expedited ser- 
vice is relatively new, military 
personnel have been covered un- 
der Social Security since 1957. 
Even people in the service before 
1957 may receive special credit 
for some of their service. Mili- 
tary personnel are covered for the 
same Social Security monthly 
retirement, disability and survi- 
vors benefits as everyone else. 

A person’s Social Security 
benefit depends on earnings, av- 
eraged over a lifetime. Generally, 
the higher your earnings, the 
higher your Social Security ben- 
efit. Under certain circumstances, 
special earnings can be credited 
to your military pay record for 
Social Security purposes. The 
extra earnings are for periods of 
active duty or active duty for 
training. These extra earnings 
may help your qualify for Social 
Security or increase the amount 
of your monthly benefit.

Prospect of Obama 
presidency spurs 
sale of firearms 

Sales of guns and ammunition 
“have surged in the last week, 
according to gun store owners 
around the nation who describe 
a wave of buyers concerned that 
an Obama administration will 
curtail their right to bear arms,” 
reports Kirk Johnson of The New 
York Times. “Every gun seller — 
not to mention every advocacy 
group for gun ownership that de- 
pends on dues-paying members 
— has an incentive to stoke the 



concern that can prompt a gun 
sale. Political uncertainty, gun 
dealers say, is great for business.” 

Obama said throughout his 
campaign that he supports an 
indivdual right to keep and bear 
arms and would not take away 
anyone’s guns, “But some gun 
buyers and sellers never forgot, 
or forgave, Mr. Obama’s widely 
reported comment in April to a 
group in San Francisco that some 
Americans ‘cling to guns or reli- 
gion’ in times of adversity,” 
Johnson writes. 

However, “Obama has sup- 
ported renewing the expired fed- 
eral assault weapons ban, which 
stops the manufacture of several
